“Maybe you think I don't under- 
stand what happened to Raymond,” 
he said. “Maybe lots of fathers 
wouldn't be able to understand it: 
But I—I was raised here myself, in 
this same devil neighborhood. We 
never had anything. I tell you.

“Raymond was a good boy. His
